Another-cultural endeavor promoted by the county commission was 


the establishment of a county library, The first action on a library came 


April 10, 1919, when money was approved and a board of directors ap- 
pointed. 

The library was to be located in Heber City, and quarters were 
selected above the Heb ile Company. Members of the first 
board of directors included John M. Ritchie, John A. Fortie, Storm Mc- 
Donald, Nellie C. DeGraff and Ida Wootton. A tax levy not to exceed 
one mill on each dollar of taxable property in the county was approved to 
be used in establishing and maintaining the library. All other efforts to 
establish a library, such as the Heber City Library in 1907 and the early 


Literary Club Library, were merged with the county library when it was 
established.
